HATRED'S BIRTH. 
wreadful Seemes of the Irish Rebellion of 
1641. 


The struggle lasted 11 years, Lord Clare 
described it in his great speech on the Union 
a 4 war of extermination, Sir W. Petty 
calculated that, out of a population of 
1,466,000, au many as 616,000 perished by 
the sword, pestilence and famine. When 
tranquility was restored, almost all the land 
belonging to the Irish in the provinces of 
Ulster, Leinster and Munster was confisoat- 
ed; and the province of Connaught, which 
had been almost depopulated and 
laid waste in the progress of the rebellion, 
was selected by Cromwell as the future 
home of the disinherited race, The prinol- 
ple on which the confiscations of Cr-mwell 
reated were capable of so wide an appl. 
tion that hardly any one could In 
the first place, all persons who had taken 
part in the rebellion before November, 1642, 
or whe had in any way assisted the rebels 
befere that date, and also some hundred 
persons belonging to the aristocracy of Ire- 
land, were condemned to death and the 
absolute loes of their properties. Secondly, 
all land owners who had at any time fought 
either for the rebels or for the King against 


-the Parliament were to lose their estates, 


but to receive ene-third of their value in 
Connanght land, Lastly, Catholics who had 
not resisted the Parliament, but who hid 
not taken the parliamentary side, were to 
be deprived of their estates, but to receive 
two-thirds ot the value in Connaught. This 
disinherited people were ordered to retire to 
Connaught by u certain day, and were for- 
hidden to recross the Shannon on pain of 
death. This sentence was rigidly enforced 
until the Restoration, With the return of 
the royal family, matters mended a little, 
bat no serious attempt was made to 

the gross injustice which had been done by 
the Commonwealth. The confiscated land 
had been given either to the soldiers and 
officers of the Republican army in satisfao- 
tion for arrears of pay, or it was held by 
persons in payment for money in which 
they advanved with the royal sanction to 
the Parliament at the beginning of the in. 
surrection, It would, of course, have been 
a grees injustice to have disrewarded their 
interesta, At the same time it is quite im- 
possible to defend the act of settlement and 
explanation by which it was thought to 
satisfy the various claims to Irish land.

The Huntingdon Tragedy, 


The Victim of the Assault Dead, and 
the Woman in Prison. 


— 

Martin Archibald, the victim of the mur- 
derous assault with an axe by Mrs, Adams, 
the particulars cf which appeared in our col- 
umns last week, died on Friday morning 
last. Every effort was made to induce the 
dying man to make a statement regard- 
ing the affair, bat he refused to say anything 
relative to the crime about which there now 
appears to he some mystery connected. The 
Intelligencer contained the following particu- 
lars regarding the arrest of the woman and 
her son :— 


The excitement of the Archibald-Adams 
tragedy having subsided with the lapse of 
time. Mr. Jos. Tulloch, of Huntingdon, a 


cousin of Martin Archibald, laid information 
before John 8. Hagerman, Justice of the 
Peace, on Thursday, 3rd inst., who issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Mrs. Adams and her 
14 year old son, Chas. Adams, on a charge of 
assault, with intent to kill. 

Mra. Adams and her son were accordingly 
placed under arrest and in the evening ar- 
raigned before John S. Hagerman and Albert 
Chard, at Gardner’s hotel, in the neighbor- 
hood of where the tragedy occurred. 

Among the witnesses were Robt. Woods, 
keeper of the hotel, who gave evidence that 
the boy, Chas. Adame, came to the hotel and 
asked him to go over to his mothers, where 
he found Archibald on the ground. That 
the boy said he struck Archibald, and that 
Mrs. Adams said ** come and take care of him 
for I don’t know but that he is dead.“ He, 
Woods, then assisted Archibald to his hotel. 

James Benson, who lives about one hund- 
red yards from the house, testified that he 
was called to go to Adams’, where he fonnd 
Archibald on the ground, and at first thought 


he was dead. This wos a the same time 
that Woods arrived. I shook Archibald and. 
he roused from his stupor. On being assist - 


ed to his feet he walked to the hotel, where 
he remained until his wounds were dressed, 
when he was conveyed home, The witness 
gave evidense as to Archibald being ordinar- 
ily of a peaceful disposition. 

Mr. Roy gave similar evidence. 

The prisoners were committed to the 
County jail to await trial on the serious 
eharge of murder, About noon to-day Con- 
stable Chas. Butler, of Stitling, arrived in 
the city having Mrs. Adams and her fourteen 
year old son in custody and. turned. them 
over to jailer Appleby. 0 

The more that is learned of the case the 
more serious it becomes for Mrs, Adams. It 
K that she does not bear a spotless 
character and that Archibald had frequently 
frequented her house. On the Sunday morn- 
ing that the assault was made Mrs. Adams 
could have effected her escape had she been 
so inclined. There were other doors than 
the-one broken in by Archibald by which 
she could have escaped to the neighbors. It 
is infurred hy many, from: her informing the 
neighbors that she had killed Archibald, that 
she intended her assault to be fatal. 

Archibald's straw hat and coat which he 
wore at the time the assault was made, were 
brought to Belleville by the Constable. The 
hat shows the cuts from the axe, and the 
coat also has gaping wounds abont the 
1 and hone Cm, rd ;

A Destructive Fire.

An Old industry of Belleville Con- 
sumed. 

One of the oldest industries in Belleville 
was consumed by fire on Wednesday night 
last. About 11 o'clock W. Holland and Jos. 
Moorman, in crossing the upper bridge,notic- 
ediflames bursting through the roof of the 
axo factory on Mill Street, and promptly gave 
thealarm. The fire; which originated in the 
rear ead of the main building, used as a forg- 
ingeshop, was too far advanced to be brought 
under control, and the fire brigade bad to 
confine their labors to protecting the sur- 
rounding property. The berining building 
was saturated with oil, and being a frame 
structure, went like powder. In an incredib- 
ly short time it was level with the ground. 
A number of workmen were engaged about 
the works last night as Inte as 10 »'elock. 
When they left the premises there were no 
signs of flames.

The property wns originally owned by the 
late E. Burrel.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS, 


Grained wcod should be washed with cold 
tea, 

Coffee made with distilled water is said to 
have greatly improved aroma. 
Mortar and paint may be removed from 
window glass with hot, sharp vinegar. 
If you wish to paper a whitewashed wall, 
brush it over with a strong alam water. 
Copperas mixed with the whitewash put 


upon the cellar walls will keep vermin away. 


Ceilings that have been smoked by a kero- 


Lens lamp should be washed off with soda 


Drain pipes and all places: that are sour 
or impure may be cleansed with lime water 
or carbolic acid. 

Ground black pepper, condensed milk and 
- | sugar, in equal quantities, will make a mix 
ture fatal to flies. 

Strong brine may be used to advantage in 
washing bedsteads. Hot alum water is also 
good for this purpose. 

Grease spots can sometimes be removed 
by using borax and water, one pound of 
borax to one gallon of water. 


Cayenne pepper blown into the cracks 
where ants congregate will drive them away, 
The same remedy is also good for mice, 

If gilt frames, when new, are covered with 
a coat of white varnish, all specks can then 
be washed off with water without harm. 

If & bedatead creaks ateach movement of 
the sleeper, remove tho slate and wrap the 
end of each in old newspaper. This will 
prove a comp’ ete silencer. 

If the wall above the stove has been smoked 
by the stove, cover the black patches with 
gumshellac and they will not strike through 
either paint or kalsomine. 

Vegetables which lose some of their color 
in being boiled may have that color restored 
by plunging them for an instant in cold wa- 
ter immediately after removing from the boil- 
ing water. 

Cat's pound of beef into fine pisces, place 
it inan empty jar without water; cover it 
and stand the jar in a saucepan of water to 
simmer for about six hours. This simple 
process will yield about a teacupfal of all 
there is in the beef. 

Furniture needs cleaning as much as other 
woodwork, It may be washed with warm 
soapends quickly, wiped dry and then rub- 
bed with an olly cloth. To polish it rab with 
otten stone and sweet oll. Clean off the oil, 
and polish with chamois akin. 

Chamois leather makes an excellent filter- 
ing mediam. It should be previously washed 
in a soda solution to remove grease, and well 
washed in waterafter each using.

Thestaff 
was secured by the express wish of his sis-

Laying in Meat for. an Arctic 
Winter. 

In the Exquimaux’s struggle for existence 
with a niggardly nature the reindeer of the 
North forms no immaterial part of the sup- 
plies for his well-being. Could we transfer 
the wool of our sheep, from which we make 
our winter clothes, to our cattle, from which 
we obtain ofr greatest supply of meat, we 
might have an animal equally as useful as 
the reindeer is to the Esquimaux, for to 
them it is both clothing and food. My 
patty reached the northern shores of Hud- 
son’s Bay early in August, 1878, and at once 
found themselves among the Esquimaux of 
that country, who were eager to offer their 
services for such compensation in the way 
of trading material as the whits men offered. 
I hired directly and indirectly large num- 
bers of the men as reindeer hunters in order 
to procure skins for bedding and clothing 
and an ample supply of the meat, as the 
idea of using the flesh of the walrus or seal 
was very d@tasteful at first, 4 distaste, I 
might add, that was slowly overcome as we 
became accustomed to Arotio diet, Before 
the natives, whom I liberally supplied with 
arms and ammunition, had been driven 
from their inland hunting grounds by the 
extreme cold of approaching winter in order 
to exchange their sealakin tents for the 
more comfortable houses of snow and ice, 
fully 500 reindeer had been secured, and 
our minds were relieved of all anxiety ro- 
garding meat, clothing, and bedding for the 
winter.

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A Corner's Inquest held, and : 


MRS. ADAMA, AND HER 8ON COMMITTED TOR 
TRIAL. 

Dr. Sutton, of Madoc village, Corner 
for the County of Hastings, held an in- 
quest to inquire into the death of the 
late Martin Archibald, gt Wood's Hotel 
better known as Garner's Hotel, on the 
Madoe road, in Huntingdon, on Wed- 
noalay afternoon, 9th inst. The prison- 
ers Mrs. Mary Adams, and her gon 
Charles Adams, were escorted to ‘the 
place of examiuation by County Jriler 
L. A. Appleby. 

Tho hotel in which the corner held 
the inquest is in the near nvighborhodd 
of Mrs. Adams’ house, where Martin 
Archibald received his death wounds 
on Sunday morning August 30th. Tho 
house where the tragedy occured is a 
small frame building on thé west side 
of the Madoe road. The door which is 
alleged that Archibald broke down to 
effect eu entrance, is du the centre of the 
front of the building with windows on 
each side. ‘There are two doors at this 
entrance. An outside storm door and 
an insiile door. It was the outside door 
which was broken. This front door 
gives an entrance to what is used as the 
sleeping room of the house, It is fairly 
large and Yontains two beds.

The following is the principal evid- 
ence given :—James Kirk, of the village 
of Madoc, County of Hastings, farmer, 
stated : I last saw Martin Archibald alive 
at my house, he left on Sunday morn- 
ing nbout one o'clock ; we were in bed 
when he came ; it was then after twelve 
my Wife saying there was some person 
the door; I went down ahd found de- 
ceasod who said he wanted to see iny 
wife who was sick. We went up stairs 
anil he stayed altogether about forty 
minutes. During the time he was there 
some individual came along the road. 
and called. ‘Martin,’ then called. my 
name twice; Archibald said to mo to 
the effect lot him go he has been hang- 
ing onto me all day z ho wants to hire; 
I don’t want to see him; I wanted Rim 
to stay all night thinking he was prob- 
ably Not fit to ge home; he sail he Was 
going home ; he was not drunk or sober, 
but. what is generally called feeling 
pretty good; he had a bottle with him; 
it was then full; while there he drank 
it all leaving the bottle on the table 
with a little in it; I should call the 
liquor poison; I taste it to pleas him; 
he was in good nature. 

Robert Wood, of the Towtship of 
Huntingdon, hotelkeeper, sworn, said : 
I last saw Martin Archibald alive last

Lam a regular qualified practitionet ; I 
male a post mortem on the body I 
identified aa Martin Archibald; the 
body was well nourished, about fifty

Allams. On the inside of outer door at 
the top and botton are marks such as 
would be mado by an axe or similar 
instrument. They may have been made 
when trying to clip a persons fingers as 
they graspe the door. 

James Bonson, a near neighbor, testi- 
fied that he had been called on the 
morning of the murder by young 
Adams, and hat helped take Archibald 
to the Hotel. Deceased spoke to him 
in tloing so. 

hu jury retired at six o’¢lock and 
after half an hour's deliberatien return- 
ed with the following verdict :— 

“That on the 30th day of August 
instant, Martin Archibald’ did, at the 
hands of Mary Adams and Charles 
Adams, receive injuries inflicted on him 
by an axe in the-hands of Mary Adams 
and Charles Adams, and from the effect 
of said injuries the said Martin Archi- 
bald did languishe until 3rd of Sept.

“THE AMERICA'S, CUP. \ 

Mow it Was First Won by Yankee Yachts

Some 1 in reference to the cup origin- 
elly won from England are of interest just 
now. The America was a peculiar yacht, 
built from a design by George 8 ho 
suffered a fatal accident in 1856. waa 
rigged asa pilot-boat or jibboom, 1 

ed « great deal of humorous comment, not 
to eay ridicule, when she sailed to England 
in 1851 to be exhibited In connection with 
the World’s fair, and run a race if one 
could be arranged favorably. A few private 
trials convinced the Britishers that the 
America was not to be meezed at, and s0 
successful were her exhibitions of her pow- 
ers that it was found impossible to arrange 
the desired race, though very liberal induoe- 
ments were offered. Arrangements were 
then completed, however, for an internation 
al regatta, to be sailed at Cowes, for a cup 
offered by the Royal Yacht Squadron, and it 
was finally decided, thoughsomewhat reluc- 
tantly, that the America should enter the 
contest Rs the only means open for showing 
her qualities, 

The race ocourred August 22, 1851, there 
being fifteen starters, The America came in 
twenty minutes in advance of the Aurora, 
the lightest and fastest. vessel in the fleet, 
The cup thus won, and representing the 
yachting supremacy of the world, was kept 
by the owners of the America until 1857, 
when it was presented to the New York 
Yacht Club under condition that it was to 
be held as a challenge 
which any foreign club might sail, 

The Brat race in American waters, making 
the second contest for the cup, occurred Au- 
gust 8, 1870, when the English keel-schooner 
Cambria strove for the prize. The cup was 
successfully defended by the oentre- board 
yacht Magio. In 1871 James Ashbury ohal · 
lenged, as the representative of eight Eng- 
lish clubs, the Livonia being designated as 
the vessel, There was long and heated 
correspondence before this series of races 
was agreed upon, anda law-auit was the 
threatened result, but finally a series of five 


rages were agreed upon, the first of which | 


oocurred October the 16th, when the Livonia 
was beaten by the Columbia; the second 
October the 18th, when the Columbia was 
again victorious; the third, October 19th, 


when the Liverpool beat the Columbia; the | 


fourth, when the Sappho came to the rescue 
and beat the Livonia ;' the fifth, October 23 
with the Sappho the second time triumphant, 
There was no further contest until 1876, 
when the Royal Canadian Yacht Club be- 
lieved it had in the Countess of Dufferin 
something to take the cup, and issued u chal- 
lenge for a series of three races, The achoon- 
er-yacht Madeleine was named by the home 
club, and the decleiveraces were run August 
IIth and 12th, the Madeline winning.

that the victors inthe Olymplo games used 
to inform their anxious relatives of their 
success by means of homing pigeons, Piiny 
says that when Decimus Junius Brutus was 
besieged in Modena, B. C. 43, by Mark 
Antony, the beleaguered garrison commun- 
loated with their friends by means of car- 
rier. pigeons. Nour · od deen Mahmoud, a 
Mahometan ruler of Syria, established a 
regular pigeon portal service, which was 
kept in good running order by general subsi- 
ales from 1145 to 1174 A. D. When Louis IX. 
invaded Egypt in 1249 his arrival at Dami- 
etta was made known’ to the Sultan at Cairo 
‘by messages carried by pigeons, When 
Haarlem was besieged in 1573, William of 
Orange sent out a homing pigeon which was 
upfortunately captured by the Spaniards, 
who thereafter tried to kill every bird that 
came within gan-shot of their camps 
Pigeons were much used in the French war, 
in the early part of this century, and bank- 
ers used the birds to convey to one another 
“pointers” on the state of the markets. 
On the Egyptian temple of Medinet Haboo 
are sculptured the possessions In honor cf 
coronation of that father of people, Rameses 
es III., and among the other figures those 
of pi gs liberating carrier pigeons which 
shall speed tne news to all parts of the 
earth, In 1849 Reuter used these birds to 
bridge over the gaps in his telegraph liner. 


Before the siege of Paris, in the Franco} ! 


Prnssian war, strenuous efforts were made 
by pigeon fanolers to get the French Govern- 
ment to allow large numbers of outside 
birds to be brought into the city and city 
birds to be taken out into the country that 
continuous communication might be kept 
up in case the city was blockaded. But the 
Government feared treachery and actually 
made the bird a contraband of war. Con- 
sequently, when the Prussian lines were 
drawn about the city the only way was to car. 
ry the pigeons out into the country in balloons. 
In this way 363 were taken out, and fifty of 
‘them returned safely, bearing photographio- 
‘ally reduced ooples of letters and news- 
papers, In the slang of the day, however, 
the Prussians ‘‘caught onto this little 
scheme,” and organized a corps of trained 


hawks which killed off the pigeon scouts,

FIGHTING A FISH, 


TERRIBLE ENCOUNTER WITH A MASKINONGE. 


(Intelligencer.) 

Mr. J. B. Flint, P. M., accompanied a 
70 to Hay Bay for maskinonge _fixhing.

The New Jersy State Board of Health 
has iasued the following directions for 
making simple tests of the purity of 
drinking water : 

Color—TFill a clean long bottle made 
of colorless glass with the water; leok 
through the water at some black object; 
the water should appear perfectly color- 
lees and free from suspended mattor. A 
muddy or turbid appearance indicates 
the presence of soluble organic matter 
or solid matter in suspension. 

Oder—Empty out some of the water, 

leaving the bottle half full ; cork up the 
bottle, and place it for a few hours in a 
warm place; shake up the water, re- 
move the cork, and critically smell tho 
air contained in the bottle. If it has 
any smoll, and especially if the odor is 
in the least ropulsive, the water should 
be ies for domestic use, By heat- 
ing the water to boiling, an odor is 
evolved sometimes that otherwise does 
not appear. 
Taste Water fresh from the well is 
usually tastelesa, even though it may 
contain some putrescible orgunic matter. 
Water for domestic use should be per- 
fectly tasteless, and remiaa ao even after 
it has beon warmed, since warming often 
deyelopes a taste in water which is taste- 
less when cold. If the water at any 
time has a repulsive or even disagree- 
able taste, it should be rejected. 

As some waters of dangerous quality 
fail to indicate their impurity either by 
smell or taste, what is known as the 
Heisch test is of value: Fill a clean pint 
bottle three-fourths full with the water 
to be teste ; add to it a half a teaspoon- 
full of elean granulated sugar or.crushed 

sugar; stop the bottle with a glass 
stopper or a clean cork, and let the 
ttle stand in the light ina moderately 
warm room, If in twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours the water becomes cloudy 
or milky it is unfit for domestic use. 
While eloudiness in the water after 
standing certainly indicates unfitness for 
use, yet a negutive result does not prove 
the wator to be good; because the test 
often fails to indicate organic matter 
really presapt, if phosphates are absent.
